‘State of New York has recently made 
public certain statistics gathered by 
that body as to the numerical value 
of labor-union organizations in the 
United States and Canada. Of course, 
it ig more or less an estimate and not 
to be taken as absolutely accurate. 
The tota! number of members of labor 
organizations in the United States and 
Canada ts set down at 2,300,000. The 
Wall Street Journal calis attention to 
the fact that the census of 1900 showed 
that there were in the United States 
alone 4,752,307 wage-earners ¢m- 
ployed in manufactures. Thus the 
whole numerical value of these or- 
ganizations in the United States and 
Canada 18 less than 50 per cent. of the 
wage-earners engaged in manufactur- 
ing establishments alone in the 
United States. The same census 
shows that in that year there were 
almost 30,000,000" persons, wage- 


learners, engaged in all gainful occu- 


pations. We must not forget that 
these figures stand for the United 
States, leaving Canada out. On this 
basis the members of labor organiza- 
tions are but little more than one in 
fifteen of all the wage-earners of the
